own hands. The true Boy Scout should ask 

for Bo spore ‘advantages than those enjoyed 
by the pioneer. 

Boys have always craved jackknives, and 
there have been boys in the past who have 
been clever in using them, but it has really 
remained for the modern Boy Scout to make 
the most of the simple tool. I know of no 
one, however, who has worked out the uses 
of a jackknife to such an extent as has Scout 
Master Spies. 

“Any scout treasures most those articles 
which he has fashioned with his owa hands,” 
says Mr. Spies, “and every scout has use for 
the box whistle which can be made from cigar 
box wood by making a square tube three- 


on three sides for the front, leaving a narrow 
air space on the fourth side. This plug should 


will depend on the distance between the end 
of the pipe and this hole. The same prin- 
ciple is applied in this whistle as in making 
whistles from willow sticks. 

An effective whistle call for patrol lead- 
ers is produced by the chime when two of 
these whistles, of different tones, are joined 
together.
